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THE OHIO SYNOD 


a 


Heidelberg University is a beloved child in the Ohio Synod’s family of institu- 
tions. The parent is so concerned in the welfare of this child that at least four media of 
communication have been established. The President of the Board of Regents presents 
an exhaustive written report at the annual meeting of Synod. His report also includes 
the report of the President of the University presented to the Board of Regents at its 
annual meeting in June. The Treasurer also makes a complete report which is so 
systematized that it shows the amount of receipts, expenditures, and the amount in the 
Endowment Fund. The pastors and lay members of the Synod can know at a glance 
the financial condition of the institution. The President always appears before the 
Synod with an inspirational address which keeps alive the Heidelberg spirit in the 
alumni, and creates it in others. 


The whole matter of the University is referred to a committee which carefully 
considers all the interests involved and then makes recommendations to Synod accord- 
ingly. Besides the other gifts and bequests which are always being solicited, the Synod’ 
asks for an annual apportionment of 25 cents per member. 


The men made directly responsible for the best interests of the University are 
chosen directly by the Synod and are called the Board of Regents. This Board consists 
of 24 men who are elected to serve in terms of four years each, a plan which gives them 
ample time to become familiar with their work. They are men of experience in profes- 
sional, commercial and industrial lines, and bring to their duties mature judgment and 
business acumen. The students are the benefactors of the prayers, money, and the 
most careful thought and concern of the whole Ohio Synod. 


At a recent meeting of the Board of Regents, the matter of introducing a Busi- 
ness Administration Department into the curriculum next year was. unanimously 
favored. In the past few years several courses have been offered in this field, but here- 
after, complete courses are open for all desiring to familiarize themselves in the princi- 
ples and methods of modern business. Certainly this is a great-step forward as it broad- 
ens the scope of the College and affords wider opportunities for the advancement of its 
students.

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ALEXANDER GARVER 
1839-1922 


In the death of Alexander Garver on March 31, 
1922, came the termination of a life ever loyal and de- 
voted to Heidelberg. A singular coincident early in his 
life has closely associated him with the University. In 
1850, the meeting of the Ohio Synod, which culminated 
in the founding of Heidelberg University at Tiffin the 
following year, was conducted in Mr. Garver’s home 
church at Navarre, Ohio. Mr. Garver was the father 
of Mrs. C. E. Miller, the wife of the President, with 
whom he resided during his retired and declining years. 


Grandpa, as he was called by the students, enjoyed 
and enthusiastically participated in the wholesome ac- 
tivities of University life. He was a spirited rooter 
for all the sports and often journeyed with the teams to 
lend them his cheerful confidence and whole-hearted

The Varsity Quartet, composed of Eldon Smith, first tenor; Ner Friedley, 
second tenor; George Chenot, baritone; and Clark Loudenslager, bass, has just com- 
pleted a most successful season. The Quartet this year has proven itself to be one of 
the best which has ever represented Heidelberg. In one account in The Dayton Daily 
News this clause occurred, ‘‘The Quartet was especially good.’ In another column 
from the Stivers High Concert, the Quartet was said to be the best which had ever ap- 
peared before a body of Stivers Students. When it is known that many of the large 
Glee Clubs of the State have sung here, the depth of the compliment can be appreciated. 


Their program has been a varied one and they have sung before many audiences 
of the city and have often been called to perform in many of the surrounding towns. On 
the Glee Club Tour they sang ‘‘De Sandman’’ and the ‘‘Stein Song.’’ They responded 
frequently with the encore ‘‘Way Down Yonder in the Corn Field.’’ The Quartet ex- 
celled in their interpretation of and rendition of the chiming of bells in the distance. 


The men have certainly maintained the high standards set by last year’s quartet 
and have established a worthy precedent for the Male Quartet at Heidelberg. 
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len’s Glee Club Tour 


Traveling approximately 880 miles, the Heidelberg Men’s Glee Club has carried 
the high standard of music, for which Heidelberg has always stood, to 8000 people. The 
Club this year upheld these high standards in a very creditable manner. The Dayton 
Journal says of them, ‘‘They are to be commended upon confining their program to 
musical numbers, a task sufficiently demanding for any Club, but one which is often aug- 
mented and sometimes overbalanced by so called ‘stunts’. The organization displayed 
its right to be classed among the leading groups of this type.’ 


With fourteen new men on the Club, Prof. Blake has rounded the organization 
into one of the best Clubs that has ever represented Heidelberg. The Dayton Daily 
News says in part, ‘Under the direction of Oswold Blake this group of young men have 
learned much about good singing and their shading effects were particularly good.’’ 
Prof. Blake has won the respect of every member of the Club as well as all who have 
heard their concerts, and it has been through the cooperation of director and men that 
these pleasing results have been effected. 


The soloists were the big drawing card of the tour. Prof. Blake was hailed as the 
leading tenor of the Middle West and James Seybert sang in a very acceptable manner. 
The Adams County Witness (Berne, Ind.) said of Williard Rhodes, ‘‘The piano solo by 
Mr. Rhodes was one of the best numbers of the evening’s program. Mr. Rhodes 
played a difficult selection and played it well. He ranks as one of the best pianists who 
has appeared here with a College Glee Club.’’ 


Prof. Behrens played with his usual finished style and was always warmly applauded 
by every audience. The Quartet also was graciously received and excelled in their in- 
terpretation of ‘‘ Way Down Yonder in the Corn Field’’. The Brass Quartet added 
much novelty to the program and is to be commended for its fine work. 


The Club was very fortunate in having two readers, Mr. Smith reading ‘‘The 
Highwayman’’ and Mr. Isaacson reading ‘‘Otto and His Auto’’. Both men interpreted 
well and were features of the entertainment. 


The Easter Trip included the following towns: Lima, Kenton, Fairfield, Xenia, 
Dayton, Hamilton, Miamisburg, and Germantown, Ohio; Indianapolis, Berne, and Fort 
Wayne Indiana. The Club was royally entertained in all these places. Besides the 
regular concerts the men sang before the Kenton, Lima, Xenia and Dayton High Schools, 
the noon assembly of the National Cash Register Company and the Rotary Club of Fort 
Wayne. 


After completing this successful trip, the Club in conjunction with the Ladies’ 
Clubs of the University, presented a very entertaining program at the Grand Theatre. 
This has indeed been a very successful season for the musical organizations of Heidelberg

The Dramatic Club had been working for several weeks on three admirable one- 
act plays, yes and working hard too, if several rehearsals each week, attentively super- 
vised and criticised, means hard work. But were we going to produce them in that par- 
tially adapted though “‘omnia utilitarium’’ auditorium of the Juniors? Then one day 
Director Van Kirk conceived a plan for building a Little Theater in our own Oratory 
Room. A few days of animated work and lo!—the vision became a reality. A spacious 
ordinary room was transformed into a cosy, intimate theater accommodating five-score 
of onlookers. The room is well adapted, being adequately heated and ventilated. 


The stage itself is of a convenient size for the intimacy of the one act type of 
play. The furnishings ar, complete but economical, making it possible to shift scenes 
rapidly when necessary. Delightfully rich effects may be obtained from the efficient 
lighting system. A..d best of all che stage is portable! 


Its establishment at Heidelberg certainly has aroused interest and with such 
equipment to what heights may not the histrionic art attain at Heidelberg University. 
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On the eve of January 10th, the Dramatic Club gave its initial presentation of a 
group of three one-act plays in our brand new Little Theater to a select and appreciative 
audience. Upon the last notes of ‘Valse Triste,’’ the curtain was drawn upon an or- 
dinary farm kitchen scene into which blustered three burly men followed by two women. 
This play, ‘‘_rifles’’, a tragedy of farm life in the Dakotas, by Susan Gaspell, in which 
the women, loyal to their sex, knot the evidence beyond unraveling, with which the 
men are seeking to condemn the wife who is accused of the murder of her husband, was 
interpreted admirably. The audience felt itself as truly a part of the play as the actors. 


A merrier musical note lightened the atmosphere and the floods were focused 
upon a front curtain scene where the progressing proposal was suddenly interrupted by 
Stuart Walker's “‘Very Naked Boy’’, who bent upon going swimming in spite of being 
forbidden to do so, had retreated behind the hangings, semi-clothed, when another pair 
had come in to pledge their love, followed by Sis and Henry, until he could stand it no 
longer. Genevieve’s embarrassment was somewhat decreased upon finding the brother 
not so ‘‘en dishabille’’ as she had been led to believe. The situation was handled ably 
and gracefully and found a hearty response. 


When next the curtain was drawn it revealed a medieval library in Paris, where a 
middle-aged judge was busily engaged in writing decrees. He was soon joined by an old 
schoolmate, a lawyer from a neighboring district, who solicited ‘‘his favor in behalf of a 
young orphan girl’’. He learned from the judge upon inquiring the cause of the sad- 
dened look, that his young bride war speechless. Ah yes! for the judge is no other than 
‘“The man who married a Dumb Wife’’ of Anatole France’s creation. The lawyer 
suggested calling in a noted surgeon though fearing for the effects of it, which advice the 
judge immediately followed and with astounding results. In a few short hours from an- 
noyance to distraction, from distraction to despair, was the poor judge driven until as a 
last resort he realized that: 


‘For the talk of a wife, there is one cure in life 
Let her husband be deaf, ’tis the only relief.’’ 


Upon finding her husband insensible to her chatterings, the wife became enraged, 
went mad and infested her associates, until it all ended in a glorious uproar. The play 
was cleverly done; the medieval atmosphere in setting and costumes, all of which were 
executed by the club itself, was well conveyed and critics have agreed that it was art. 


The performances have been repeated several times both in and out of town. A 
distinctly new spirit has arisen in the field, which is showing promise of still greater ac- 
complishments.

On January 12, the annual oratorical contest for the purpose of selecting the 
College Orator was held in Rickly Chapel. Four men were close contestants and each 
one acquitted himself in a very creditable and praiseworthy manner. All the men ex- 
hibited a high and commendable standard of oratory. 


The winning oration, ‘‘The American Plan’’, was clearly and ably presented by 
Edison Bowers, a member of the Class of ’'22. Second place was awarded to Wellington 
Griffith, speaking on ‘‘Everybody’s Business’’. This timely topic was well developed 
and was presented in a very pleasing manner. 


In the State Oratorical Contest, held at Wooster, Mr. Bowers won third place. 
Although hampered bv a very bad cold, he delivered his oration, ‘‘The American Plan’’ 
in a thoroughly effective and deliberate manner which showed the results of his weeks of 
untiring work. The ease of his position on the platform, the directness of his presenta- 
tion, his unhurried syllabication, and the nobleness of his theme won for him this cov- 
eted place. Heidelberg is justly proud of Mr. Bowers and his achievement. 


Mr. Ballentine, of Muskingum, speaking on ‘‘Masters of Industry’’ won first 
place in the contest. Mr. Lowry, of Wooster, took second place; he spoke on the 
subject “Hinges of Destiny.’’ All of the orations were of the highest caliber and Mr. 
Bowers’ capture of third place is no mean feat. 
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tHeideloere’s Debate Squad 


Heidelberg’s Forensic Activities started with a rush. Many men answered the 
summons for debate this year. In the tryouts sixteen men were selected, six of whom 
composed the collegiate negative and affirmative teams. It was the purpose of the coach 
to alternate as much as possible in order to afford an opportunity for the remaining ten 
men to get some practical experience upon which to base next year’s team. Under the 
coaching of Prof. Van Kirk and Edison Bowers, the squad early began to study the 
question, ‘‘Resolved, That the Application of the Principle of the Closed Union Shop 
would best Serve the Interests of the American People.’’ | Many were the hours spent 
in reading, discussion, and thoughtful consideration of both sides-of this question. Then 
came the final preparation and polishing for the series of coming debates. The hours of 
toil and sacrifice can well be read in the list of Heidelberg’s victories. The thorough 
training of the second team will be felt next year when they take up the work which the 
Senior debaters leave for them. Heidelberg can be justly proud of its success in forensic 
activities and grants the honor of this success to the splendid teams and the coach. 
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Not the least glorious among the past records of Heidelberg is her debate record. 
Entering the field in 1906, Heidelberg has steadily progressed until today her work in 
debate equals or excels that of any other school of the same size in the State. Since 1906 
Heidelberg has won 23 and lost 13 debates, obtaining 67 votes of judges to her oppon- 
ents’ 43. Chief among her opponents have been Otterbein, Baldwin-Wallace, Mount 
Union, Akron, Muskingum, and Hiram, while occasionally larger schools such as 
Wooster have fallen victims to Heidelberg’s debating efforts. 


One phase of Heidelberg’s record is unique. During the last eleven years, since 
1910, H. U. has lost only one debate in Rickly Chapel. Throughout these years a great 
variety of subjects have been discussed such as, ‘“‘The Commission Plan of Municipal 
Government’; “‘Municipal Ownership of Street Railways’’: ‘‘Abandonment of the 
Monroe Doctrine’; “‘Government Ownership and Operation of Railroads’: ‘‘A Un- 
icameral System of Government for the State of Ohio;’’ ‘‘Government Control of the 
Price of Foodstuffs’’; and *‘Freedom For Ireland’’. Many men have taken part in these 
argumentative battles but in looking over the debate records we find that the names of 
Finnell, Black, Warner, Bliss, Krout, Snyder, Menser, Bacher, Lotz, Lutterbein, Zell- 
ner, Pfleiderer, Baker, Kefauver, Dudrow, Gebhardt, and Cameron are outstanding. 
The honor of Heidelberg has been nobly upheld on the public platform by these men and 
their colleagues throughout the past fifteen years. 


There are many reasons for this achievement. In the first place Heidelberg has 
always been very fortunate in having men at the head of the Department of Oratory who 
have also been able debate coaches and a good coach is the first step toward a successful 
team. Secondly, the men who have represented Heidelberg in debate have given them- 
selves entirely to debate — living debate, eating debate, and sleeping debate during the 
entire season. Finally, Heidelberg, true to the ideals of her founders, has always put 
the true value upon literary work and consequently both faculty and students have sup- 
ported debate in a much better manner than it has been supported in many other schools. 


Truly Heidelberg has a debate record which is an honor to the school and to the 
men who made it and there is every reason to believe that the success of debate at H. U. 
will be even greater in the future than it has been in the past.

‘The Akron Debate | 
Heidelberg’s first home debate was held with Akron University, February six- 
teenth. With little difficulty our well trained debaters showed the students of Heidel- 
berg and the interested citizens of Tiffin that the hours of trying work spelled success for 
Forensics again this year. The team far surpassed that of Akron, winning a unanimous 
decision. This was the first of the many debate victories this season. 


“Cae Baldwin-Wallace Debate 
Heidelberg was honored when the first Pi Kappa Delta debate in Ohio took place 
in Rickly Chapel, Friday, February twenty-fourth. Again Heidelberg was honored 
when the affirmative team showed its superiority over the Baldwin- Wallace team by se- 
curing a two to one decision from the judges. From the standpoint of delivery, H. U. 


had more points in its favor than did Baldwin-Wallace although the work of both teams 
showed thorough preparation. 


The Otterbein Debate 
To the affirmative team goes the credit of bringing home the sixth consecutive 
victory. The Otterbein team was one of the strongest teams.met this season and it was 
only by consistent driving on the part of the Heidelberg trio that they were enabled to 
secure the unanimous decision. The afhirmative team displayed a far stronger attack than 
in any previous contest. Heidelberg can indeed be proud of this year’s record in debate 
—six consecutive victories and not a single defeat.. This record has never been equaled 


at Heidelberg. 
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‘fae Akron Debate 


The negative team journeyed to Akron, February sixteenth, where they met the 
Akron University affirmative team to complete the dual schedule. With their thorough 
knowledge of the question and their superior delivery, the negative easily gained the 
unanimous decision of the judges. This first out of town debate forboded the success of 
Heidelberg’s entire debate season. 

The Wittenberg Debate 

At Springfield, February twenty-fourth, the Heidelberg negative team made its 
second appearance of the season against Wittenberg. Before the first affirmative speaker 
was finished H. U.’s negative knew that it had met capable opponents who had made a 
careful study of the question under discussion. Yet Heidelberg’s team was equal to the 
contest and secured a two to one decision of the judges. In this debate Griffith replaced 
Heilman as the first speaker and proved that he was of varsity calibre.

‘Cae Ohio Northern Debate 


The negative team made its first appearance in Rickly Chapel when it met the 
affirmative team of Ohio Northern University. Much to the appreciation of an enthus- 
iastic audience, the negative team gave a remarkable demonstration of the possibilities of 
the Open Shop in operation. The judges granted Heidelberg the unanimous decision. 
Loucks and Morgart represented Heidelberg in their last debate and were very effective 
both in constructive and rebuttal work. The negative as wells the affirmative team 
deserve the deepest praise for the excellent record this year. 
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Tre Convention Trip 


The affirmative Pi Kappa Delta team, composed of Buehler, Bowers and Mathias, 
accompanied by Professor Van Kirk, made the first 1800 mile debating trip in the history 
of Heidelberg University. While on this trip, they visited Indianapolis, Hanover, Mil- 
ton, Kentucky; Peoria, Illinois; Abingdon, Fairfield, Des Moines, Indianola, and Chi- 
cago. The team succeeded in defeating Hanover, Parsons and Simpson Colleges but lost, 
because of biased judges, two to one to Hedding College. This was the only debate out 
of a total of ten, which this team lost. 


By far the greatest victory of the trip was the debate with Simpson College before 
the national convention of Pi Kappa Delta at Indianola, Iowa. This debate was wit- 
nessed by delegates from at least fifty colleges and universities, representing over two- 
thirds of the States. It was the East versus the West and the East came home victorious. 


Alfred Buehler, Kilikilik editor, holds the position of first speaker on the affrma- 
tive. He has debated during his entire four years at Heidelberg. His forte is in pre- 
paring arguments ior his team and meeting those of his opponents. 


Willis Mathias, the second speaker of the team, also has a-four year debate 
record. In his Junior year he won the college oratorical contest and represented Heid- 
elberg in the State contest. 


Edison Bowers has debated since his Freshman year and has acquired ease and 
grace on the platform which makes him a formidable opponent in debate. As college 
orator this year he won third place in the State contest. He ably assisted Coach Van 
Kirk in directing the work of the second squad and also the girls’ team. 


This trio successfully upheld the honor of Heidelberg and gave wide publicity to 
the Reformed College. It is hoped that this is but the beginning of a day of broad and 
successful forensic enterprises for our Alma Mater. 
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For the first time in the history of Heidelberg University a Ladies’ Debating Team 
has been organized and actively engaged in the extensive forensic program of the year. 
This well marks the high point to which debating has risen at Heidelberg. 


These young ladies have been working in conjunction with the men’s debate 
squad, securing and organizing material for the Varsity teams and eng: ging in debates 
with the second teams. During the season the team looked forward eagerly to securing 
contests with one or more ladies’ teams of other schools. Negotiations were carried on 
with Kalamazoo College but unfortunately they could not be completed so that H. U.’s 
first ladies’ debate squad was given no opportunity to display its ability in oratory and 
debate. 


As the case was planned Miss Nellie Glass, of the Class of ’24, introduced the 
subject for Heidelberg. Miss Bertha Herzberger, also a Sophomore, gave the second 
speech and Miss Mildred Fruechte, a Freshman, was the final speaker. Miss Florence 
Anderson acted as alternate. It is indeed to be regretted that after such thorough prep- 
aration, the team could not engage in a contest with some other school but the progress 
made this year should serve as a precedent for the possibilities of debating among the 
ladies next year.

Atualetic Organizations and Their Parposes 


For years the athletic activities of every college have been increasing in amount 
and have been arousing greater interest among the students and the public. Such in- 
creases have naturally resulted in the employment of trained coaches, an increased de- 
mand on the time and energy of the athlete, and an inordinate desire to win. The first 
of the above has resulted in distinct good. However, the second has tended toward. 
neglect of scholastic work and poor scholarship, and the last to professionalism and its 
attending evils. 


To combat the effect of these last two and still to give proper encouragement to 
athletics, various organizations of students, of faculty members and of colleges have been 
formed. In addition to the Athletic Association, of which each student is a member, 
two such bodies have been formed here. The first is the Athletic Board, composed of 
representatives of the faculty, alumni and students. In it is vested general control. Be- 
ing composed of both faculty and students, it guarantees proper encouragement and 
proper restraint. The second is the faculty Athletic Committee, composed of three 
members of the faculty. It is their duty to uphold scholastic standards by enforcement of 
eligibility rules and to prevent professionalism by whatever means may be necessary. Of 
course, the higher councils and executive officers of the University control athletics just 
as they regulate other departments or activities, and with the Ohio Conference, form 
the authority for the actions of the other bodies. 


Thus we see the reasons for our present organizations and their purposes. Cer- 
tainly there is every reason to believe that athletics will thrive under such control and 
that H. U. will continue to be represented by good, clean, fast, hard-fighting teams.

HE Coach of a large Eastern University, who had ob- 

tained phenomenal success as a football strategist and 
producer of consistently winning teams, was asked at one time, 
what caused him the greatest fear in his work. His reply was 
‘The Law of Averages.’’ This coach, schooled under the 
American championship system, wherein each team has for its aim a string of victories, 
had not tasted defeat in three consecutive seasons. The following year his team emerged 
as victors in but one game. The law of averages had begun to operate. 





A glance at the record of any athletic aggregation reveals its uncertain climbing 
and sliding all over the scale of percentages. Occasionally a team will hold the precar- 
ious top notch or flounder fretfully around in the bottom position for some time, but 
sooner or later they slip back or crawl up. 


This may afford little joy to the pessimist but for the Heidelberg optimist it is’ 
soothing to his disappointment and stimulating to his hope. 


The football season of 1921, with its one tie game and seven defeats, cannot be 
called a successful one, at least, not in the light by which successful seasons are usually 
judged. The most indisputable reason for this fact can be laid to the ‘‘law of averages’. 


However, there are several more definite reasons which can be assigned. In the 
first place, graduation caused the loss of many veterans in both line and backfield, and 
while this is usually the case to some extent, it was keenly felt in the past season. The 
eligible men from the previous year’s Freshman squad did not equal the number lost, and 
they were furthermore required to fill responsible positions with little experience. It was 
a serious handicap to Coach Eggebrecht to find his bench empty at the most crucial 
point of the game, save for a few injured men, and on many occasions he was forced to 
play a fatigued team because the only fresh men were on the opponents’ side of the field. 


The squad was also comparatively light. It is safe to say that the tri-color agsre- 
gation was outweighed by each team that it met, and was possibly the lightest team in the 
Ohio Conference. A constant pounding by a heavier team with inadequate reserves 
will wear down the best light team ever produced, no matter how vigorously they have 
been trained.

| the minimum in numbers as well as size, and he is handicapped to the greatest degree.

In spite of all this, Coach Eggebrecht, with Captain Geis anda few others as a 
nucleus, developed a formidable team with a dangerous strategic attack. As for defense; 
it can be said that although it played the best teams of the state, it held them to compar- 
atively low scores. In fact, although it was a losing team, it was a good team, as good 
as many that have represented Heidelberg, better than some with more enviable records; 
for it is generally conceded that the 1921 season in the Ohio Conference was marked by 
a large number of exceptional teams. 


The spirit of the team was indomitable. The first cloud of gloom which came 
after a defeat was always short-lived, and the beginning of the next week found the 
squad working with renewed determination, and as a result it was a better tri-color team 
at each succeeding game than it had been the week before. So marked was the improve- 
ment that in the final game, Dennison, whom sport writers excusably believed would 
pile up a large score, was held to seven points, while their own goal was three times 
dangerously threatened. 


There was never a more worthy group of sportsmen to be awarded the ‘‘H’’, for 
the men who could accept defeat so graciously in 1921 will undoubtedly accept vic- 
tory as gracefully, when the old law of averages swinges upward in 1922.

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At the beginning of the Basketball Season of 1921-1922, Heidelberg expected to 
produce a championship team. Only two members of the 1920-1921 squad had been lost 
and the Class of ’25 had produced several men of excellent basketball ability. In the 
preseason workouts every man struggled hard for a place on the squad and good coordi- 
nation and teamwork was developed. It was impossible to arrange a barnstorming trip 
for the Christmas vacation and consequently the squad returned after two weeks of rest, 
full of pep and determination but.in rather poor condition. 


The outcome of the first game of any schedule is always considered as an indica- 
tion, for good or bad, of the outcome of the season. Therefore there was a little im- 
patience and nervousness displayed when Heidelberg came upon the Jr. O. U. M. floor 
to defend her honor and reputation against the fast Wesleyan quintet in the first con- 
ference game. The contest was very fast and hard fought from start to finish and al- 
though H. U. was defeated by a score of 30 to 20, the teamwork of both sides was un- 
excelled for an initial contest and the enthusiastic fans of the local quintet still entertained 
high hopes of gaining a high standing in the Ohio Conference. 


During the next four games, the team continued to exhibit its winning possibilities 
and the former hopes almost became realities. However after the defeat at the hands of 
Case, the squad and its followers began to realize that if it was to complete the season 
with a respectable percentage of victories, it would be only through hard work and con- 
stant improvement. 


With this realization in mind, the team and coach put forth their best efforts and 
marked improvement in passing and-general team work was the result. In spite of these 
good qualities which marked the playing throughout the rest of the season, the team was 
not able to win because of the absence of another more important factor.

The Fourth Annual Northern Ohio Basketball Tournament, under the auspices 
of Heidelberg University, was held at Tiffin on February 10 and 11, 1922. This tourna- 
ment was the largest that was ever fostered by Heidelberg. There were 35 teams entered 
in the contests divided into 12 Class A teams and 23 Class B teams. 


The visiting players and coaches were welcomed in Rickly Chapel where a special 
program was rendered. After these exercises the drawings for opponents took place 
and the playing started at 10:30 A. M. Friday. The games were continuous until 10:30 
P. M. Friday, the play resuming again at 8:00 A. M. on Saturday and the finals were 
played at 10:00 P. M. Saturday. Following the finals the Heidelberg Varsity lost a Con- 
ference game to Ohio University. 


The tournament games this year were the best that were ever witnessed in any 
previous basketball classic at Heidelberg. The games were clean and every team made a 
creditable showing. 


In the finals the Scott Lightweight team of Toledo, won the Grand Championship 
when they defeated the Ashley High School team by a score of 21 to 26. Both Teams 
had been undefeated in their respective classes. The presentation of trophies took place 
after the finals, the presentation being made on behalf of the faculty and students of 


Heidelberg by Prof. Ferrell. 
About 15,000 people witnessed the tournament and 2500 saw the Heidelberg- 


Ohio University contest. 
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As usually expected, there was much rivalry between the four classes when it was 
announced that there would be the annual series of games. 


The games started with the Sophomores vs. Freshmen, in which event the Fresh- 
men were victors after a hard game from start to finish. Then followed various games 
between other classes during which the Juniors made an exceptionally good appearance. 
The Seniors however, did not show the real class spirit as they canceled the majority of 
their games. 


Eliminations-took place until everyone could see that the final game would be be- 
tween the Sophs and Fresh. Because of several cancellations, the Juniors were pre- 
vented from entering the finals. At last the grand decisive battle was at hand and the 
spectators of all four classes were numerous. At the sound of the whistle the game was 
in progress. It was a hard fight from beginning to end but the Freshmen emerged from 
the battle the victors of the school. Those worthy of mention for their playing ability 
are Baker, °24; Young, ’25; Corfman, '25; Casad, °23.

The second Girl’s Inter-Class Basketball season opened February 26, with the 
Junior team forfeiting to the Seniors and the peppy Freshman team winning from the 
Sophomores. Never unfairin anything the Juniors also forfeited to the other two 
classes. However the squad of loyal Juniors decided to make the remaining games 
worth while and played them well, even if they did lose them. 


The Seniors had hopes of carrying over last year’s championship but due to ‘‘old 
age and disabilities’’, they were forced to yield to the youngest generation, yet they were 
consoled with second place. The Sophomores vied with the Seniors for second place 
but lost out because their staunch guard was disabled early in the last game. 


On the contrary. by rigorous practice, the Freshmen developed an unusual quintet 
with remarkable teamwork, which won for them the championship. Among the one 
hundred and twenty-five Freshmen next year, will there be a team able to subdue this 
confident and haughty crew? 
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The 1921 Tennis Card presented opposition from some of the best teams of the 
State. Captain Schmidt, with his speedy and aggressive playing, ably led his team 
throughout the season. Harding, Friedley and Stout, each by his clever and varied 
mode of attack, supported the tri-color to the best of their ability whenever called upon. 


In the first Varsity contest Schmidt lost the singles to Tressell, generally recog- 
nized as the inter-collegiate champion. Harding also lost in the singles. | Next Oberlin 
was met in one of the fastest and most thrilling matches of the year. This game was 
played on Friday the thirteenth and the handicap proved too much for the tri-color. 


Then on a tour the team was opposed in succession by Otterbein, Dennison, and 
Capital. At Capital, Ted and Ner would have undoubtedly won the doubles but the 
game had to be called to enable them to catch a train. The last match of the season was 
played with Baldwin-Wallace. In this contest Ted won his singles but he and Stout lost 
the doubles. 


With much very promising material from the Class of °25, the outlook for the 
1922 Varsity contests indeed is much brighter.

The 1921 Inter-Collegiate Tennis Schedule was greatly extended this year and the 
rivalry in the elimination contests was keen. The frequent Spring showers were dis- 
couraging to the amateurs who sought extensive practice but many of the contests were 
close and each class was well represented.

The season, which was the second for Heidelberg in Conference Track, was only 
a partial success as to the results of the meets. But taking everything into consideration 
it may be said that Track was a success at Heidelberg for the first time, in that the stud- 
ent body became interested and the results were as good as could be expected from so 
small a squad. Coaches Newton and Ferrel, following a rigorous course of training, de- 
veloped a small squad of consistent point winners. The real difficulty in getting together 
a winning squad was the lack of material in several events. 


Following is a brief summary of the season: 


On April 30, Bluffton College defeated Heidelberg at Tiffin, 82-77. Schick and 
Ebel were high point men for H. U. 


H. U. went to Otterbein on May 7, returning with the small end of a score of 
83-48. Track men were handicapped by a soft track to which the Otterbein men were 
accustomed. Ebel, Schick and Stout were high men for H. U. 


In a quadrangular meet at Delaware, May 14, with Wesleyan, Dennison and Ot- 
terbein, Heidelberg’s squad was able to secure only nine points. Stout, Michaels, 
Wertz and Ebel were responsible for these. 


On May 21, as an attraction for the high school athletes, who were competing on 
Armstrong Field for the Northern Ohio Track Championship, Heidelberg met Akron 
and defeated her 694 to 574. Ebel, Schick, Stout and Michaels were the star men for 
Heidelberg. 


All men who had won a first place in any inter-collegiate meet during the season 
were entered in the Big Six Meet at Columbus, May 30 and 31. Heidelberg was unable 
to take a point in this contest. 


Captain Ebel and Schick must be given credit for the success which was attained, 
since their points combined totaled one third of those gathered by the entire team. 
Hershberger as manager, also did much by his faithful devotion to the interest of the 
squad. Other men earning letters were Lynn, Michaels, Stout and Weaver. 
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Akron Shick Leads (00 yd Dash . 
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The Athletic Board, on February 23, decided that it would be impossible to sup- 
port a Track Squad this Spring because of the condition of the treasury of the Athletic 
Association. However, interclass track, tennis and baseball will be continued and it is 
hoped that this will keep the student body interested in Spring Sports until conditions 
are such that it will be possible to finance them at H. U. 





‘he Inter-Class Track Meet 
1921 


On April 15, a very successful inter-class track meet was held on Armstrong 
Field. First place in the meet was awarded to the Seniors. They succeeded in piling up 
a total of 46 points. The Juniors placed second with a total of 394 points while the 
Sophomores and Freshmen garnered 30 and 294 points respectively. 


This meet was unique in one feature. Four University records were brokenin the 
meet. Lynn set a new mark of 33 feet 3 inches in putting the shot, while Stout cleared 
the bar in the high jump at 7 feet 5inches. | Kenneth Buehler, although he was called 
upon to run both the mile and half mile, set a pace of 2 minutes 6 3-5 seconds for the 
half mile. The other record which was broken was the mile relay. The time of the relay 
was lowered more than 7 seconds by the Senior team composed of Ebel, Baker, Old- 
father and Schick. They stepped off the four laps in 4 minutes and 1 second.

During the early weeks of school, the present Freshman Literary Society met for 
organization and since then has been conducted under the capable leadership of Profess- 
ors Van Kirk and Ferrell. This Society is somewhat of a novel organization for it sets a 
precedent for a co-educational Freshman Literary Society at Heidelberg. 


At first, both the business and literary sessions were troubled with a bit of undue 
commotion, but as the members became more adapted to their duties and realized that 
the Society was authorized by the Faculty, the meetings have been held in a very credible 
manner. On the whole, there has been good cooperation between the Freshman Soci- 
ety and those presiding over it. 


Both business and literary sessions have been held every Friday evening. The 
business sessions of the first few meetings were devoted mainly to drills in Parliamentary 
Law. The Society quickly showed that it was very wide awake and began functioning 
with great dignity and power. But alas! It was quickly shorn of its power. One of the 
members of this austere body moved that the next class party be held at the North Pole. 
Another member moved that Prof. Ferrel write a 300 word theme on ‘‘Why I Came 
To Heidelberg.’’ Both motions met with unanimous approval but Chief Justice Ferrel 
declared them null and void. 


The literary sessions were always held immediately following the business sessions. 
The programs were composed of varied subjects such as discussions of timely problems, 
extemporaneous speeches, and musical numbers. Much interest was manifest in these 
programs and especially in the debates which were given in a lively fashion. 


The Society has been highly successful in its purpose of raising the standard of 
literary efficiency among its members. The professors in charge have done much to 
make it a success and deserve much credit. The meetings have offered benefits not only 
from a literary stand-point but also from a social stand-point. 


As this volume goes to press the Freshmen are being released from their Society 
to be eligible to join one of the other five Societies. Their period of apprenticeship has 
ended and they can now look forward to higher and broader fields of endeavor. 
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As a Campus Organization, the Y. M. C. A. stands in the front rank. Because 
of its many functions and activities it reaches more students than any other single organ- 
ization on the campus. It has for its objectives the leading of students to faith in Jesus 
Christ; the promotion of that faith by prayer and Bible study; the creation of a positive 
moral and religious college spirit, and the challenge to students to devote their lives to 
the extension-of the Kingdom throughout the world. This program of the ‘‘Y’’ is in 
direct harmony. with the principles of Heidelberg as a Christian College. 


The most important means of realizing this program is found in the devotional 
work advanced in the Sunday afternoon meetings. Many of these take the form of an 
open discussion. Practical problems confronting the college man are examined from the 
Christian standpoint. Occasionally short talks are given by outside men. Amply re- 
paid is the student who attends these Sunday afternoon meetings. 


For every impression there is an outward expression. This we find manifested in 
the social service and missions departments as wellas in the Hi-Y Club. But even 
greater value than these is the financial support rendered to the State and National or- 
ganizations. Herein lies the point of contact between Heidelberg and the large Y. M. 
C. A. organizations. Asa result of this cooperation, speakers of national repute come 
to Heidelberg to address the students. In fact the height of this year’s activities came in 
the campaign of J. Stitt Wilson. A powerful speaker and fearless to speak the truth, 
Mr. Wilson brought us to the realization that what the world needs today is more 
constructive Christianity for the common good. 


Acquaintance with the students and the campus is an important thing to all Fresh- 
men at college. Accordingly the ‘‘Y’’ sends out letters of information to all prospective 
students. Thenon the first Friday of the school year the new men are honored with a 
stag. On Wednesday of the following week the Y. M. joins with the Y. W. in enter- 
taining the entire student body in an informal reception. This fellowship among the 
students is sought and furthered by numerous social good times throughout the year.

A\s we look back over the year 1921-1922, we cannot help but ask ourselves how 
much nearer has the Y. W. C. A. come this year toward its goal—that of a true Chris- 
tian life for each girl in the college? Has the torch of friendship, human and divine, been 
really lighted in the hearts of the Association members? The challenge has been great 
and the Y. W. girls have responded loyally. 


The year has been one of inspiration and work, for the two are ever hand in 
hand. More girlsthan usual heard and answered the Eaglesmere call last Summer, and 
many of the suggestions gained from this Conference helped to strengthen and build up 
our campus organization. Every Conference girl covets for each Y. W. member the 
privilege of spending those ten days at Eaglesmere, where her purpose to ‘‘Follow the 
Gleam’’ was vitally deepened. 


Each committee has worked steadily and faithfully to make its work count for the 
most in furthering the Y. W.C. A. Purpose. We were especially pleased with the 
success of the Christmas Bazaar (which we hope to make annual) for Miss Grace Stein- 
beck, a Y. W. Secretary at Foochaw, China. The campaign for Yamagata, H. U.’s 
Mission Station in Japan, was made vital to the students by the address of Rev. Cassel- 
man and our personal acquaintance with Mrs. Cook and her daughters. 


Other stirring speakers throughout the year kept us in touch with European and 
Oriental conditions, and the need for American students to show a practical Christian- 
ity. Therefore H. U. did not scorn the European Student Friendship appeal and many 
a sacrifice was made to help a needy one over there. With the coming of J. Stitt Wil- 
son in February, the “‘Social Message of Christianity’’ found a new meaning in each 
student's life. Our Y. W.C. A. shall have nobly fulfilled her mission when she has 
made Christianity a vital religion—not a tradition or creed—in the hearts of our college 
students. 
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The Y. M. C. A. Lecture Course 
* 


The Lecture Course, under the direction of the Y. M. C. A. is, without a doubt, 
the most enlightening and edifying of the non-curriculum activities of the University. 
Artists and speakers of national reputation are brought to the institution each year. It 
was the aim of the committee this year to select a Course, varied and entertaining, yet of 
the highest possible standing. This was accomplished and each number thus far has been 
greatly praised. 


The Course was opened on the fourth day of November by the Tollefsen Trio. 
The Grand Theatre was leased for this number. The Tollefsens are well known by the 
Tiffin music lovers, but never were they so enthusiastically received as at this time. 


After fourteen years of training under Theodore Leschetisky, of Vienna, Miss 
Trumbull appeared in Rickly Chapel on the evening of December 5th. This was the 
greatest piano recital ever given in Tiffin. A noted critic has said, ‘‘Few women, in 
fact, know how to unite in their playing, to the same degree as does Miss Trumbull, 
delicacy and force, and to realize grace with diversity, and skillful technique with mani- 
fold intensities of feeling.”’ 


Walton Pyre, Chicago’s greatest dramatic reader, was with us again this year. 
His varied program was skillfully selected and given in an artistic style. His presenta- 
tion of King Robert of Sicily, with piano accompaniment by Prof. Bach, was the best of 
its type ever given in Rickly Chapel. There is no doubt of Mr. Pyre’s ability to im- 
press for, many days after his visit, one could hear students, strolling across the campus, 
repeating ‘“Boots, boots, boots!’’ 


Who would have thought that five young people, one from Manchester, England; 
one from Toronto, Canada; another from New York; also one from Kentucky; and the 
other from Pennsylvania, could have given such a delightful program as did the Chapel 
Singers. There was not a tiresome minute during the whole evening. 


On the twenty-sixth of April, Dr. Preston Bradley, of Chicago, lectured on the 
subject, ‘‘The United States of Tomorrow.’’ His address was of a very broad typeand 
taken in the light of his varied experiences was of untold value to both students and the 
citizens of Tiffin. 


Two days later Dr. 8. Parks Cadman addressed the patrons of the Lecture Course. 
His lecture was in substance, an earnest appeal for ministers and teachers as the ultimate 
source of power for progress in the world. a 


The Cleveland Symphony Orchestra will conclude the course. by an afternoon 
and evening program in the Grand Theater, May 15th. Miss Florence Trumbull will 
again appear as soloist with this Orchestra. 


In spite of the economic depression and general unsettled financial condition of 
the country, the Lecture Course committee feels that this has been a very successful 
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Social Service 





One of the first essentials of true service is to discover the personsand the places, 
whom and where one may best serve, whether it be on the campus or without. The 
Heidelberg Social Service Group realizing this has not confined its work solely to the 
campus, but has also lent a helping hand to the foreigners, the aged, and the poor. For 
several years a mixed quartette has been singing bi-monthly at the Seneca County Home. 
Several week-end trips were made by the Gospel Team to various places near Tiffin. 


The ‘‘Y’’ has had charge of the teaching of foreigners at the Miami Street School. 
The work has been so well developed: that the Red Cross has taken it up this year. A 
number of the girls are teaching in the homes of some of the foreign women, who be- 
cause of household duties are not able to attend the school. 


The girls of the Social Service Committee associated themselves in some of their 
work with Mrs. Calhoun, Director of Charities in Tiffin. At Thanksgiving time the 
aged and poor were visited. Just before Christmas, baskets of fruit, Christmas cards, 
toys, and popcorn for the children were brought to these same families. Heidelberg, 
through the work of this committee, sold over 3600 seals for the Red Cross. 


On our own campus cards of cheer are sent to the girls who are ill. Flowers 
have brought messages of sympathy and cheer to members of the Y. W. in times of sor- 
row. In fact, there is scarcely an opportunity to lend a helping hand which escapes this 
wide-awake group of students.

The Heidelberg Student Volunteer Band is one of hundreds of such groups of 
students who have said, ‘‘It is our purpose, if God permit, to become Foreign Mission- 
aries.’ As recently stated, ‘‘this movement for Foreign Missions was born in answer 
to prayer and in obedience to the Word of God. It is conducted in prayer and its 
fruitage is the product of spiritual forces.”’ 

The Heidelberg Volunteers meet once a week for prayer and study. Asa part 
of the missionary education program they are assisting the Mission Committees of the 
Christian Associations in maintaining missionary educational features. Also over twenty 
deputation teams have conducted missionary meetings in neighboring churches and col- 
leges. These students of Heidelberg University have sought to learn of the. world’s 
problems, and to enlist others in ‘‘the Evangelization of the World in this Generation.”

C. A. Conference than Eaglesmere, Pa. Six of the Heidelberg girls, Clara Shuey, Helen 
Shirer, Dorothy Painter. Helen Ruff, Ruth Woodman, and Esther Engleman with Miss 
Mary Beam as adviser were among the fortunate ones who were able to enjoy ten days 
of mountain top experiences. Enrichment of life was aflorded by wholesome recreation 
such as swimming, boating and hiking; by contact with noble leaders in Christian work, 
and girls from other colleges; and by inspirational messages.

The Seminary Band is one of the most quiet organizations on the campus. It does 
not believe in advertisement but relies upon the enduring fellowship for its maintenance, 
The Band is composed of men who have promised to ‘‘serve Him to the end.’’ It has 
no rigid constitution or written document and all men who have decided to take upsome 
definite Christian work are eligible to membership. The aims of the Seminary Band are 
two-fold: first, to help each member keep his fires burning by means of fellowship and 
exhortation; second, to make other students on the campus feel interested in Christian 
service. One of the outstanding activities is the open prayer meeting held in the Assoc- 
lation room each morning. Here each man feeds on the ‘‘Bread of Life’’ and is made 
fit for the tasks of the day.

Lake Geneva Conference 


At the close of each school year a conference is held at Lake Geneva, Wisconsin, 
under the auspices of the State and National Y. M.C. A. College men, representing 
the schools of the Middle West, are afforded an excellent opportunity at this time to 
come in contact with the great minds of America and study the problems of the campus, 
as well as those confronting the world today. | Heidelberg was represented at the Con- 
ference of 1921 by a delegation of twelve men. These men after their experience at Lake 
Geneva, have come back to Heidelberg resolving to do their utmost in serving their 
school as well as all humanity. 
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The faculty and students of Heidelberg take a very active part each year in the 
support of this Mission Station at Yamagata. The Reverend Akiho, the native pastor 
of this church, and for whom our support is given, is at present taking special prepara- 
tion for his work at Lancaster Seminary. This year’s financial report shows our total 
contribution for this cause in Yamagata to be $756.00. 


The Reverend C. D. Kriete, a former graduate of Heidelberg, is the evangelist 
for the entire Yamagata province. If more missionaries were available, Mr. Kriete and 
his wife could spend their entire time with the social and religious life of the City of 
Yamagata alone. Because of lack of workers, Mr. Kriete must divide his time among the 
various cities and villages of that district. Mrs. Kriete and a native Bible woman are 
doing splendid work among the women and also among the children in the kindergarten 
which they have organized. Several days of each week,-Mr. Kriete is engaged in teach- 
ing English in the Middle Schools, which are equivalent to the seventh and eighth grades 
and the first two years of high school in our country. - 


In Yamagata province, for a population of one million people, there is only one 
missionary, while in New York City below Fourteenth Street, for a population of one- 
half million peope there are over one hundred churches and chapels. 


We can readily see by this comparison that we are giving our support to a worthy 
cause when we are helping the Yamagata Mission.
